IRIS CULTURE 


Iris will grow best in a well drained soil. They will not tolerate wet feet. 
They do well in any type of soil from sand to clay. We have found that compost 
in the soil under the Iris, with the addition of a little super-phosphate will permit 
the roots to permeate the soil, and thus produce larger rhizomes and better flowers. 
We plant the rhizomes with the fan to the north and the tip of the rhizome to the 
south, with about one inch of soil over the top. Never let any manure touch the 
rhizome. Iris will take some fertilizing if you are careful. Plant Iris from one 
foot to 18 inches apart. 


Water well when first planted. Do not over water when well established. 
Keep soil clean from weeds and rubbish. Rhizome rot is caused by wet soil and 
warmth. When the leaves wither, dig out rot from rhizome with a spoon, put 
gypsum, permanganate or sulphur on the clean surface and leave open to the sun. 
We like Carco-X% as a spray and dip and fumigant.
